Copy of a letter from Colonel Trant to his Ex- 
cellency the Marshai Commander in Chief. 


Co1rmsrRa, Oct. 7. 
Sir, 

I have great pleasure in informing your Ex- 
cellency that I have this day happily entered 
Coimbra, with the loes of afew men only killed 
and wounded. 

In my letter of the 6th inst. Thad the honor to 
inform you, that I intended to proceed to Mial- 
hada in the course of that day, for the purpose 
of forming a junction with the corps, which were 
under: the command of Brigadier General Mil- 
ler, and of Colonel Wilson, and making an attack 
upon this City ; but when I arrived there I was 
informed that the said corps were delayed by the 
want of supplies, in the districts near Bussaco, 
which were completely exhaus ed, and the Cav- 
alry not being able to advance with rapidity on 
account of the fatigues which they had experi- 
enced in their former marches. 

The only alternative which remained, in order 
to prevent any defensive measures from being ta- 
ken in Coimbra, as I was within three leagues of 
the city, was to march thither with my own divi- 
sion only, it being probable that the enemy was 
43 yet ignorant of my arrival at Miathada.
